The American Federation of Labor and 
Senator Taft have joined forces to revamp 
the Taft-Hartley laws 
Ever since its inception, that amendment 
to the national lalxir relations law has had 
nothing but abuse and invective from labor, 
which dubbed it a “ slave labor law.** More 
than that once i5cnator Taft has proposed 
to discuss amendments; nothing would do 
but outright repeal. Now It is labor itself, 
speeiflrally the building trades seetion, that 
has changed its tune. 
The projerted amendment deals particu­ 
larly with elections In the building trade, 
fays Senator Taft, who has been Joined by 
Humphrey of Minnesota, Cain of Washing­ 
ton and Nixon of California as sponsors. It 
does something more, however, he adds. “ It 
Is a result really of a request by the build­ 
ing trades for a modification of the Wagner 


act. What they desire, and this bill provides, 
it that contractors may make an agreement 
with building trades before initiation of a 
job and before, therefore, there are any em­ 
ployes w’hn ran vole to make any particular 
union their representative. 
“ The bill doesn’t provide a closed shop 
It provides for the same union shop that is 
provided for in the Taft-Hartley act.** 
The proposal was worked out with the 
appropriate department of the A F. of L., 
.says its author, and endor.sed by President 
Green, as well as by President Gray of the 
building and construction trades. Mr. Taft 
l>elieves it represents a change of attitude, 
in the direction of realism, on the part of 
organized labor, and is happy to forget the 
years of bitter denunciation. The public will 
also profit by such a rapprochement, and 
it is particularly important in view of the 
hard times and long pull In .store for this 
country.

There were red faces along publishers’ 
row this week when one of the country’s top 
fashimi magazines was convicted of gross 


ignorance, if not actual illiteracy, by its 
readers. Involved with the editors was Vin­ 
cent Sheehan, who should have known bet­ 
ter than to attribute to Edna St. Vincent 
Millay a piece from “The Child’s Garden of 
Verse,** by guess who. H ie one extenuating 
circumstance was unwittingly provided by 
Miss Millay herself, when she misspelled 
two words and omitted some punctuation 
while copying “ Nest Eggs’* into her note­ 
book at age 12. She couldn’t have hit on a 
more effective device to suggest authenticity 
in a hundred years. 
That the poet’s sister should have passed 
over the accidental plagiarism isn’t too 
astounding. But what about Mr. Sheehan, 
who as a veteran professifmal writer should 
have learned to check everything? What 
about his agent, who sold the piece to the 
magazine? Well, agents are principally in­ 


terested in sales, after all, though they do 
try to avoid glaring errors. What about the 
editor who was satisfied 
to take 
Mr. 
Sheehan’s offering without questioning? She 
might plead that hers isn’t a “ literary” mag­ 
azine. Between now and the appearance of 
the next Issue, in which a correction will 
appear, she w ill have a little time to make a 
case for herself. 
What it adds up to Is that today the name 
of Robert Louis Stevenson connotes princi­ 
pally “ Treasure Island,” “ Kidnaped” and 
"Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” It has long been 
suspected that children don’t read what he 
wrote for them. Adults with the reading 
habit sometimes think nobody reads any 
more. Yet enough reader« of a glorified 
fashion book caught this faux pas to make 
it front page news. This should be a 1es.son 
to the publishing world, and on the whole 
it's rather encouraging. If it persuades 
biographers to engage well read people to 
check their stories about authors, it will 
have proved distinctly valuable. 


Go o d b y e, Iran ; Hello , Tex as 


At this point it looks as if the debacle 
in Iran w ill hurt almmt anybody more than 
U will the United States. Whether or not 
the oil industry foresaw the idling of the 
great Abadan refinery, it certainly calcu­ 
lated the rapidly mounting American de­ 
mand, including that of IS million more 
automobiles and trucks this year than a 
decade ago. Also In the picture were more 
and more tractors, diesel engines, and home 
heating plants. In ten years the U.S. oil 
production shot from 1.6 billion barrels a 
year to 2.6 billion. 
When Iran’s supply appeared irrevocably 


lost to the west, oil producers cleared their 
decks for a terrific production race. The 
state regulatory commission of Texa.« set the 
paoe, lifting its monthly “ allowable” rate of 
crude oil production to 3 billion barrels, 
highest in history. For starting to pull itself 
up by its bootstraps six years in advance of 
the Iranian breakdown, the industry was 
reaping big rewards, 30 major companies 
boosting their net incomes from $46 million 
to $249 million, representing increases of 18 
to 69 percent. (Figures by Time magazine). 
If and when Mossadegh gets Iranian oil 
production back into gear, he may find he 
has lost some customers.

WASHINGTON —A ll the fuss about in­ 
viting General MacArthur to speak at the 
San Francisco conference when the peace 
treaty with Japan is signed comes down to 
a single tragic paradox. It is that President 
Truman dismissed as the su­ 
preme allied 
commander of 
Japan the man who laid down 
the principles of the treaty for 
which now the Japanese people 
are profoundly grateful and 
are manifesting that gratitude 
in many public expressions. 
It wasn’t any idea of General 
MacArthur that he should be 
invited to speak at the confer­ 
ence. Nor has he rejected any 
invitation, though inspired reports to that 
effect have been sent out through the inress 
here. 
The facts are that, the moment General 
MacArthur was dismissed from all com­ 
mands for allegedly failing to give whole­ 
hearted support to United Nations policies, 
there was danger of a crisis in Japan. John 
Foster Dulles was called into help out in the 
emergency and carrv on the work that Gen­ 
eral MacArthur had started. Naturally, Mr. 
Dulles was not as intimately acquainted 
with the background of the peace-treaty 
negotiations as had been General MacAr­ 
thur, so he went to Japan first and then on 
his return submitted to President Truman 
a plan to carry on the work here. At first 
JJr. Truman objected—he didn’t want Mr. 


Dulles to have anything to do with General 
MacArthur. But Mr. Dulles remonstrated 
and pointed out in a rather earnest way that 
he couldn’t fulfill his mission under such a 
handicap. Thereupon, Mr. Truman removed 
his objections. 
For several weeks now Mr. Dulles has 
conferred with General MacArthur. 
When the time came to plan the final 
action, Mr. Dulles had the idea that it was 
important from a psychological viewpoint 
inside Japan to have the MacArthur trade­ 
mark or imprint on the treaty. The president 
and Secretary Acheson did not appoint the 
general to be a member of the United States 
delegation to the San Francisco conference. 
Thereupon, Mr. Dulles is reported to have 
begun a series of exploratory talks to find a 
way to brint the general to San Francisco.

W ASHINGTO N—If the free nations of 
the world are to stand united against com­ 
munist aggression, then all of them must 
live up to that unity.

causes for dissatisfaction among 
reservists were, lack of promotion, 
jobs for which they w’ere not 
suited, lack of correctly fitting 
uniforms, and many without per­ 
mission to 'vear civvies, de ent 
housing close to the base, reten­ 
tion of civilian occupations, sepa­ 
ration from families, difficulties 
in obtaining allotments for en­ 
titled members of the family. Do 
they not have a right to be bitter? 
I was fortunate to be able to be 
with my husband until May, 1951 
at Cherry Point. During that time 
I observed the resentful manner 
with which the reserves were 
treated on base and off, the in­ 
equalities in rank and grade—the 
terrible waste of man power and 
I realized how our tax money was 
being used. Due to financial con­ 
ditions, disagreeable housing, high 
rent, I was forced to return home 
with the hope that my husband 
would soon follow. 
“ Why did a man of his intelli­ 
gence let himself get caught in 
the reserve plan?” Quote General 
Woods of Cherry Point and Gov­ 
ernor Peterson of Nebraska. Men 
of their position asking me that 
question! Do they not want intel­ 
ligent men’’ Why did he become a 
reserve? Because he joined the 
marines back in November, 1951 
as a regular—went overseas—was 
in four major battles. He believed 
in the marines. My husband was 
told that he would retain his old 
rank if he joined the reserves and 
was even persuaded that he would
